"The week before Al got in his wreck, he came by here. He used to come 
out here regular. I was making walking sticks for the Mississippi Dental 
Association and I was supposed to да to Jackson and get some material, he came 
Out here and asked me to go to dinner with him the next day. I told him, they 
were pushing me for those walking sticks. I told him any day except tomorrow. 
Га never seen him so downhearted..it was an anniversary of the flight and. 
nothing was going on. They were pushing me for those walking sticks. I told him 
‘Let's do it tommorrow.' І couldn't figure out what it was..why he wanted to go 
that particular day...&l..he was a firm believer in seatbelts. He had a Ford LTD. 
I told him everything has got its place. Around town with a seat belt and 
somebody hits you in the door... you don't have a chance. ....Al said he'd take his 
chance. (Al Key was killed in car wreck... insert date) 


. 1 was making those walking sticks, it hurt me SO bad I just quit 
making them. It just did something to me. He wanted me to go to dinner with him 
but I was making those walking sticks. I made about 100...I haven't made one 
since. 


Albert Dunn, was a close friend of his, I was going to the hospital and Albert 
told me: 'Atony. it'll haunt you until your dying day..Don't во. 


1 wanted to go up there (hospital? buy he begged me not to go. You see somebody 
like that...that's how you remember him. 


I was around Al so much. Fred was a good fellow but he didn't have the 
vision that Al had. And he wasn't as smart as Al. Al did a lot of thinking before 
he ever said anything. When I quit Soule's and went out there. Al wanted me to go 
get started. He would work from 7 a.m. to 10 p.m. That was his day. He was in 
charge of big bases. When you'd work with him a week or two weeks, you were 
really tired cause he didn't stop. | 


I have some pictures. І got one of my grandpa..John Goodwin Hunter. 
His mother was a Goodwin. They always called each other cousin. They kept up 
with each other. There was city councilman named Goodwin. You remember 
Goodwin-Mayer furniture company. You'd have to figure it out. His mother was a 
Goodwin and they was from England and Goodwin Mayer was a descendant from the 
same family. 


DAWSON: She had an estate her father had given her. When they got married they 
more or less had a little contract. Vhat was hers was hers and what was his 


would remain his, 
HUNTER: 
Jobn G's father was Anthony Davis Hunter. His mother was a Davis, that's where 


he got his name. 


When Libbeus Came into County, he must have married a Davis. 
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Date: 


DAWSON: It says 1805. That's the date we have for him coming into this country. 
The date is what I want to verify with you. 


HUNTER: There was a cemetery way back in the woods from Whynot. You remember 
Chief Booker, his daddy was an authority on that area. We went over there and 
spent a whole day. There was a narrow road there. I used to know where it was. 
There was a cemetery. The tombstones were made out of pine, 24 feet thick. There 
was one marble slab that gave the whole history of Anthony Davis Hunter. Nearly 
a 4X8 piece of marble. They went to Mobile to have it made, it took a whole 
month.. There was a lot of bootleggers down there...they must have got it all 
cause there wasn't nothing left. | 


Dawson: I heard another version that опе of the McRae boys was back there 
cutting timber and he put it on back end of his truck..the marble slab and he 


can't find it. 
What it said: 


HUNTER: It said he was born in 1806, CaRTWRIGHT county, N.C. ..it was a big 
county in N.C. It give the whole history on that tombstone made out of marble. I 
saw it a number of times. 


DAWSON: That proves 1805 was incorrect. Probably that's an error. 


A.D. HUnter: That was Anthony Davis Hunter, My grandpa told me he was six years 
old when Libbeus came here, That's 1812, | 


Lot of things I can't remember. І talked to a fellow..he had а big paper mill in 
Wiggins and he took me to his home. He said that they owned a big tract of 
land way back on the river going from the coast right straight north. He lived 
on that river. It was not a very big river. Close to pascagoula (river) right 
straight north. He told us all that land was given to his grandparents around 
1812...for settling that land. Anyway, he told me then that this part of the 
country...this country opened up to settling in that area...in 1812..Міѕѕізѕіррі 


Territory. 


Hunter Family: There's a set of Hunters at Macon. They've done a lot of research 
On it. They have a book they made up. He runs a restaurant in Macon and a 
tourist court. Everytime I go north I get a cup of coffee there. I went up 
there... I wasn't trying to claim kin or nothing like that but it was just a good 
place to get a cup of coffee. I got to talking to him and he went and got that 
book..They all came from England originally and went to North Carolina. 


I got a friend named Phil Hunter who worked for FAA and lived in Valdosta, Ga. 


His daddy was a doctor. After he gat to know me he told me we were bound to be 
out of same bunch of Hunters. Some of my habits were just like his. Then Hunter 
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Webb..he was named for doctor over in Alabama. And, this Goodwin was Anthony 
Davis wife' ..was supposed to be a descendant of England's Lord Goodwin. 
I'd. Like to check that ..it шау be just hearsay. 


Another thing, when Libbeus Hunter split up... the family split when they were 
coming west. They had a book with sermons on the Bible. They broke it half in 
two and one took part of it the other took the other. It was printed in 1765, 1 
gave it to my niece a couple of months ago. I gave here one of those. L can get 
it. 

DAWSON: We'd love to have it. 

It was sermons on the Bible. My grandpa took it with him everywhere. They went 
through a lot but they always kept that book. It came down from Libbeus from 
when he left N.C. It was printed 1763 in Edinburgh, Scotland. 

My niece has it now but she would bring it for the records sake. 

Dawson: I'd like to display it. 

Hunter: It's a sort of thing..They broke it in the middle. 

He had front and back and the middle was gone. The back was made out of 


leather. The other went with Libbeus's brother. That Macon bunch got a big, nice 
research on it. 


Dawson: We are so interested because I feel like the Hunters were perhaps the 
first family in the county. 


Hunters: They came from Georgia. It must have been a big family. There are 
Hunters all aver North Carolina. 


Dawson: Libbeus lived here. Ve know that from the records. Later he got Indian 
land. Have you ever heard he was any type of a merchant. 


HUNTER: My grandpa, John G. Hunter, was an unusual person. He was highly 
educated...He could speak Choctaw. I used to go around with him. He could just 


rattle it off. 


Dawson: That gives you a good signal that they lived with the Indians. The tale 
is that the Hunter's had the land as long as water runs downstream and the 
grass was green. 


Dawson: There were four boys from Libbeus. 


Was there a Libbeus Jr. I have run into one around Geiger, ALa. He had land up 
there. 
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HUNTER: "The thing about it is that back there then..say you had a friend who had 
a son.. they'd name it in your honor. John G. Hunter...he was born in 1833 and he 
was in Civil Var. I can give you..it's out there іп Rose Hill Cemetery on а 
Confederate Tombstone out there. Where he is buried out in Rose Hill. Anyway, his 
daddy died, A.D. Hunter, when he was 56 years old. They left his mother and 
John G. Hunter a bunch of slaves. Both of them, his mother and he, were religious 
type people. They didn't believe in selling slaves. 


Al: I loved mechanics and Al loved flying. And, I liked to make stuff and on that 
flight Al didn't ask no rules of Civil Aeronautics. We's make it liked you 
wanted it. Al let me make things anyway I wanted to make them. I didn't have to 
go by the rules. It was a lot of things that was against the rules...Like for 
years and years on where they drained water out of gasoline system.. they had no 
quick way to do it ..it was quite а job and hard to do in the air...you couldn't 
do it. I put a quick drain on it. But I had it fixed to where you couldn't 
accidently opened it. It was illegal then... to have a valve on gasoline 
system...Al wanted to make aluminum gas pipes and that was unheard of. But, he'd 
let me do anything I wanted...that's what I liked about him. 


I got letter from him in 1934, That's ..all he had to give me. No money. Then in 
the second year , 1935, he didn't have any money til then after the flight so he 
gave me $50. A lot of things you do cause you want to do it. It's satisfaction 
within. And, can't nobody pay you for that. No matter what you do,if you don't 
get something out of it yourself... the money will be gone and you got nothing. 


My Grandpa was devoted to his work. Some of 'em left him some land in Texas. 
They never went out there and looked at it because they were too busy. 


Papa used to farm. He never sold any produce...always gave it away. 


John б. Hunter was born in 1833. I need to verify that. А lot of my records 
got messed up but I got a good picture of bim. He was always dressed up in 
collar and tie, all the time, and wore a derby. Around home, he'd wear his collar 
and tie. But, anyway he inherited a bunch of slaves from his daddy. -His mother 
didn't believe in selling them and she taught him it was wrong to sell a human. 
At the end of war they had 125. That's what he told me. When he went to war..one 
carried his blanket..and the other carried his gun. They went with him and 
.Stayed with him during the war. He told me he was glad when the war was over. 
He couldn't turn 'em a loose cause somebody else would get 'em. If one of his 
boys wanted to marry a girl who belonged to someone else, he'd buy em so they 
could be together. But he said it was a problem to feed, clothe, get shoes, 
everything for 125 people. And, he was glad and I reckon for a long time Johnny 
Hunter had 8 acres down in Whynot. I remember they told me Johnny Hunter, he 
must be dead now, said he had two horses and he didn't have a whip or 
nothing..he'd talk to them..tell them to wait for him and they would stand there 


and wait. 
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Anyway, Grandpa give em ..in other words, he just moved off and let them have 
it. He went halfway between Meridian and Marion and built a house way back 
there. There was a road over there going to town. In the winter time they got an 
apartment in town. He worked in town. Papa and him both. Papa got married in 
1904 and was having the house cleaned up and they were going to moved back out 
here. The one that cleaned it up set the house on fire. It burnt up. It must have 
been before 1906. He had that house built in nine days..and it wasn't even sealed, 
Still there INSERT LOCATION) 


My grandpa, John G. Hunter was in Whynot...the Jews in Meridian would come out 
and he got to know them real well. when they came into that area..they'd stay at 
his house. And consequently he got to know them. So he knew Marks Rothenberg 
and all of them real well..So after war, he didn't have no work. They wanted a 
cotton weigber the Jews trusted and the farmers trusted. So, he got a job 
weighing cotton. The place he weighed is where the parking lot of Citizens 
National Bank is now. He weighed cotton from just after Civil War till 1913. Then 
he went to work for the Threefoots. When the cotton presses came in, it changed 
things up. For years and years, he weighed cotton. He gave the farmers receipt 
and that's how they got paid. The Jews had the cotton market sewed up. You 
couldn't sell cotton without going through Jews. When they sold cotton it had to 
weigh right. The art of it was to estimate how much water it soaked up. He hadad 
to estimate so it'd be right when it got to New York. If it didn't weigh right, 
the Jews would lose money. Anyway, he was a cotton weigher. He got 10 cents a 
bale, weighed 500 bales a day, so consequently he made $50 a day. 


During that flight, spark plug in the engine was missing. C. Phillips was a 
reporter for the Star. Al had Fred wash the points. So the magnetos starting 
hitting. C. Phillips wrote we changed the spark plugs in the air. I told C, I said 
‘listen, I said ...anybody with common sense would know you couldn't change plugs 
in an aircraft with it running.' He said, "You think I going to kill my best 
story." | 
That was one of the last things I talked to Al about..l asked him 'did you ever 
get anybody to believe you didn't change the spark plugs in the air?' 

He tolà so many people and they toid him I know its true because I read it in 
the paper. Al, that was one of the last things I talked to him about, said ' I 
tried to correct it so many times...finally I told em we did cause they wouldn't 
believe it no way.' | 


I'd like it to be accurate. 


There was a boy that wrote A Flight to Remember. Anyway, there's a lot of things 
in that book that he related so people would read it;.and I said listen stick to 
the facts. But, he'd tell things like he wanted so it'd be interesting and people 
just don't like to read just a bunch of historical dates...If there's story woven 
around it, they'll read it. 


Dawson: Ve are going to write a factual history of the county. See, when we 
cover the Hunter family we will bring you a copy for you to check. 
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They were alot of people named for him, my grandpa. Hunter Blanks and Hunter 
Culpepper. He was named after John G.. The Blanks family and my granddaddy 
was friends. 


DAWSON: The Blanks lived down there southeast of Whynot and Hunters were over 
near so they were close together. 


HUNTER: Papa said when he was a boy there was a community of people came from 
Georgia and they called it Georgia... where they settled. They called it Georgia 
and when he went to school they were talking about Georgia and he thought they 
were talking about this community. He couldn't get it straight. He thought they 
were talking about community. For some reason or another, he said he couldn't get 
jt separated. 


Always talking about the state of Georgia and it was over in Georgia. All the 
settlers down there were from Georgia. 


My grandpa used to talk about niggers and slavery times and all ..he always 
loved niggers. Every year, he had a place on 10th Ave. in cotton... And, when he 
had it hoed and chopped out, he'd have like a party, and have cold 
drinks,cheese, sardines and crackers and all that. He'd put the word out he 
wanted to chop cotton next Wednesday. And, he had about 15 hoes and he'd put ihe 
word out. And, it wouldn't matter with the old ones who they were working for. 
Old man Jake Webb had a man named Malone working for him. His man told him 'I 
can't come tommorrow I have to chop cotton for Mr. Hunter tommorrow.' Jake Webb 
got mad at my granddaddy hiring his help. He'd just say I'm going to chop 
cotton. It'd be more than 15 that would come. The first 15 would hoe and then | 
the next 15 would hoe. Everybody knew when he was going to do it. The first 15 
would hoe and then the next 15 would hoe. My granddaddy always picked a lead 
man. It was a sight, I used to watch em. The Lead man would say "Ooooh hump". 
The lead man would do the singing and set the pace. Every hoe would come down 
at the same time. And they'd hoe around and then the next group would hoe. 
There'd be a gang over there..They'd be through before dinner because it was that 
many of them. They would all be singing and following the lead man. 


My grandpa knew all old Scotch poems and when I'd hear em in school, 
I'd already heard them before. (see comments on tape for Scotch poem) 


He could recite poems for hours..he knew em all. 


SIDE TWO: 


Grandfather John G. Hunter 


He wore a 5% shoe. Н was a little fellow. During the Civil Var, the T C'T. 
weighed 32 pounds. He was so little, he couldn't handle a 32 pound T weight. He 
told the scale company the scale was too short. He got the scale company to 
make it twice as long and with a 16 pound T?/ Then he had it made and then 
everybody got got to using a long beam. 


But, Al, A lot of people didn't realize Al's farsightedness and all Fred had a 
good personality and was a nice fellow. But Al looked way ahead. 


When I worked at Soule's I was a machinist. it was just like a doctor or 
anything else..you'd make one thing for one fellow and he would tell another. 
Remember Ferguson Business College...his brother was timekeeper at Soule's. He 
would just sit and stare for a long time. He figured out a cotton picker...And, he 
got it patented...the basic patent for a cotton picker. International Harvester 
wanted to buy it. He's sell it for 6 or 7 million. He liked a million getting 
enough, but he wouldn't change. 1H worked on it every year for 20 years until the 
patent run out. They had it perfected by then. Brother-in-law W.L. Newton. 


Everybody knows who built first cotton gin. But, don't anybody know who got the 
basic patent on cotton picker. If it wasn't for cotton picker there wouldn't be 
no cotton. For a long time that was a problem, picking cotton. Don't know the 
first name of Ferguson. Howard Tatum worked for International Harvester. І think 
Howard died, but his wife is still living. V.L. Newton's wife's still living. 
Married sisters. They could tell you...but he gat the patent on it. 


The way I got started on it was 1 was working at Soule's and somebody had 
idea. They'd come to me and say can you help me with it. A lot of people got 
things I helped developed. For a long time, everybody had an idea. They would 
come and say "Сап you keep a secret..if you can't agree just forget it.' I knew a 
lot . This fellow Ferguson,...I did а lot of work for him. He said, "A.D. this is 
secret but I've got everything I got in it.. I'm making a cotton picker. I made a 
lot of parts for his prototype. I just made the parts of it, It was his idea. But, 
I did a lot. 

Something I worked on for old man Will Gilmore..superintendent for Soule's. He 
got the basic patent for a valve-controlled vacuum. First he looked all over the 
U.S. for one and couldn't find one so he said ‘I'll make one myself,' He did and 
said 'I'll patent it.' | 


He gave me $10 check on Friday and on Monday the banks were closed. He asked 
me what I did with that check. He got a basic patent (19307) At Soule's, we did 
a lot of basic stuff. It got to where anybody that wanted to make a patent, 
they'd tell me. Only one out of 15 or 20 were any good. Anyway, I've been in on a 
lot of patents because I was a machinist,..that was my trade. 


ALBERT WEEMS, old man Albert Veems had an idea every month or two. I made an 
impact pecan breaker for him. Before that they used to chop pecans. But that'd 
leave sharp edges that were hard to eat. He hadme work on it for a year. Finally, 
we got one that would work. We didn't patent that one. Champion Patent Pecan 
Company got that one. It wasn't patented..they made one and patented it. All 
pecan candies pieces are broken now... they don't chopped em. 
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This low down son-of-a-gun got ahold of one of the impact breakers. He went to 
the Carolinas and patented it. J.C, Penney sold them. But, he didn't make ‘em 
right and they weren't no good. 

I've got the original impact cracker out in the yard. You take a 22 rifle..little 
piece of lead. bust it all ta pieces. What I made wouldn't hit it so hard...you'd 
Shock it.,.the meat would be soft and everything else would be gone. 


I made a gang of pecan crackers. I bet I made a 100 different kind for Al.. I bet 
he had 1,000 when he died. He got up to $60 a piece. I still got the original one 
I made for Albert Weems. Albert Weems had a brilliant mind. 


That one pecan сгаскег...І developed...l'ámake it better and make it better...] made 
em in 1961 something like when there was still hand pecan crackers. 


That old place ...very hard part about the whole idea. The head of the family 
owned everything and the children. The children, instead of them owning anything, 
belonged to the family. Papa, when I was a boy thought I ought to bring the 
money to him. And, when I got married, he just couldn't ...it was a shock to him 
that I didn't turn the money over to him. He couldn't understand I was married. 
He thought I still belonged to the family. For a lot of the old people, that was 
the idea. Lot of the children turned their money over to the family. 


And, he brought a lot of stuff out here. They found some terra cotta with umbers 
on it. I can't help believe it's some of the terra cotta from the courthouse when 
they remodeled it. They couldn't figure out wbere it came from it. 


Louis my brother wanted everything like that. 


Well, I tell you Papa...my brother was the youngest..Mama claimed me, Papa claimed 
my brother. Truth is the truth no matter who it is or where it is. Papa believed 
and a lot of the old ones when you trade you weren't confined to telling the 
exact truth. Ve went to trade a Jersey cow to a man and papa said he gave four 
gallons of milk and he got mixed up. I said Papa it's two gallons of milk,..two 
in morning, two in evening. Papa looked at me and that killed the trade. 
Webrought the cow on home..he'd done told a lie...He whipped me and told me you 
didn't have to tell the truth when you traded. A lot of those old people believed 
when you were trading you could lie. But, I told him the truth is the truth. He 
never would take me trading no more...but he told me to tell the truth and mama 
told me to tell the truth. 


(Gee tape for edited section here on Side TWO: 
personal remembrances on recent events.) 


If you stick to truth, you'll be all right. If you tell the truth and stick to it, 
Like my grandpa said he didn't believe in selling niggers. He had so many, he 
had to take care of them. He had to provide shoes, sugar , coffee all that kind 


of stuff and clothes.,.everything. So consequently, he was glad to get out from 
under it. No way, could he keep it all going. 
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And, papa was a cotton weigher too. Went over in the Delta had to take down 
names. John G. Hunter...my daddy's master in Slavery time. Papa told him that Was 
his daddy's name. They thought a whole lot of him. 


KEY BROTHERS: 


It was so many people connected with that. As far as I know, more people werein 
it than any other project that was ever in Meridian. 


My grandpa was a different type person. I don't know anybody I could compare 
him with. 


I did want to pictures of Hunter family, it was John G. Hunter. I have some 
negatives.

FROM THE MERIDIAN STAR 


In mentioning early.inhabitants of Lauderdale County, Mississippi, 
it might be well to call attention to the HUNTERS as being among the 
first settlers in this vicinity. Records show that LIBBEUS HUNTER and 
. his wife CLARKIE DAVIS HUNTER emigigrated here from Cartwright County, 
. N.C. to the area now known as WHYNOT in the year 1805 bringing with them 
` four boys, LIBBEUS, ANTHONY, ED AND ISAAC. | 
А interesting fact concerning the HUNTERS is that و‎ received their 
‘land grant in a treaty with the Choctaw Indians and the great Choctaw 
Indian Chief Dancing Rabbit for whom the Treaty of Dancing Rabbit Creek 
Was, named. Тһе original plot of land received by HUNTER was situated in 
-WHYNOT AND THE RECORDS INDICATE THE LAND WAS CONVEYED "as long as waters 
“run down hill and the grass. grows green". ^A part of this land was later 
purchased by ANDREW BROWN, forrer Justice of the Peace and former County 
. Supervisor of Lauderdale County. BROWN and his second wife lived there 
for many years until he purchased the home on the adjoining farm from his 


son who moved to Oklahoma. He then sold his 000 place to ETTA ALLEN
